Gets Mixed Reaction

“The largest single private 
energy project in history" — 
the A lean pipeline project — 
will require construction of a 
pipeline ru n n in g 731 m iles 
through Alaska and 2,023 m iles 
in Canada to hook into 2,028 
m iles of existing pipeline in the 
lower 48 states. 
C arter said he decided to 
accept the Alcan proposal — 
and reject the “all-A m erican” 
E l P a so p ip elin e ro u te — 
because the Alcan 
route is

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West Germany's Terrorists 


For the best part of 30 years West Germans 
have been living in what to outsiders looks like 
com parative paradise. If there was anything 
wrong with the place it was it was too efficient, 
its citizens too eager to work too hard, it’s 
shopping streets improbably affluent. Unions put 
up a show of driving a hard bargain, but their 
leaders had read the sam e economic textbooks 
as the bosses and acted accordingly. Parties 
pretended to quarrel with each other, but found it 
hard to unearth enough policy differences to sus­ 
tain election campaigns. 
But there is a darker side to the picture, and it 
is becoming increasingly visible. In the 1960s 
left-wing students mounted what they called an 
e x tra -p arliam en ta ry opposition: 
pro tests, 
demonstrations, some violence. A little later a 
neo-Nazi party briefly bloomed, sustained by 
middle-aged, lower-middle-class discontent. F ar 
more serious than either has been the emergence 
in the 1970s of gangs of organized terrorists 
prepared not only to rob and bomb but to shoot in 
cold blood. 
, 
The first generation of these urban guerrillas, 
known as the Baader-Meinhof gang, is now 
mostly out of action. Andreas Baaaer and a 
number of his fellow terrorists are in prison; 
Ulrike Meinhof, the co-leader of the gang, was 
found dead in her jail cell last year But a 
number of 
second-generation 
groups 
have 
sprung up to replace them, some led by the left- 
wing lawyers who defended the first group. 
Who are these people? Not conventional 
criminals, despite their fondness for Bonnie-and- 
Clyde-style bank robberies to raise money for 
their cause. Most of them are young or youngish, 
between 20and 40. Almost all of them come from 
comfortable homes, with their parents at a loss 
to understand what has happened (one of the 
toughest members of the Baader-Meinhof gang, 
Guclrun Ensslin, is a vicar’s daughter). Most of 
them have had an above-average education And 
a surprisingly high proportion of them are 
women; not just doing the backroom work, but 
using the bombs ana guns. Over half of the 
G erm an terrorists for whom an arrest warrant is 
now out are female. 
What makes them tick is clearly not money, 
though they seem to have few scruples about 
spilling blood to get it. Susanne Albrecht, the 
gangleader in the Jurgen Ponto murder, is said 
to have told her friends that she was “sick of 
eating caviar” at parties in Frankfurt banking 
circles. The early terrorists were deeply con 
cerned about Vietnam. All of them are M arxists 
who profess to be offended by West German 
society which they dismiss as “fascist.” Their 
education has been in a country that has long 
nurtured revolutionary theorists of the most 
radical — and system atic — kind 
In their absolutism, their disregard for the 
individual and their insistence on the supremacy 
of ends over means, G erm any’s young political 
terrorists have been charged with perpetuating 
the Nazi tradition 
Other countries with fewer skeletons in the 
lime pits have terrorists too: indeed the German 


guerrillas have gone out of their way to foster 
their international contacts. More to the point, 
the German terrorists, however lethal, number 
perhaps a few dozen, certainly not many hun­ 
dreds, in a population of 60 million. Some far left 
university circles apart, there is no evidence that 
the vast majority of those 60 million feels 
anything but revulsion for them 
Given that revulsion, the Germ ans’ response 
to the terrorists in their midst has been almost 
surprisingly liberal. Although there have been 
blunders, the authorities for the most part seem 
to be leaning over backwards not to repay ex 
tremism with extreme measures. After the 
Ponto murder in July, the m inister of the interior 
announced an inquiry into the intellectual and 
spiritual background of terrorism 
The op­ 
position Christian Democrats have been calling 
for tougher laws and sentences for terrorists but 
the government is unlikely to act on this, except 
perhaps to increase the penalties for possession 
of such weapons as machine-guns. Its biggest 
hope, says a ministry of justice official, lies in 
“morally and politically isolating” the terrorists 
to show that society disapproves. 
Such faith is touching, but hardly realistic. 
Terrorists who have deliberately set themselves 
apart from society and rejected its values in the 
hope of overthrowing it are hardly likely to be too 
upset if that society does not welcome them with 
open arm s. What m atters to them is approval 
from their own group Those who have observed 
them at close quarters say that relations inside 
the gangs are almost claustrophobically close, 
closer than in most families, and that gang 
members spend most of their waking hours in 
debate with each other. There is no hope of 
breaking up that kind of togetherness by public 
disapproval. Nor, given the guerrillas’ un­ 
predictability and ruthlessness, is there much 
hope of providing effective protection from their 
attacks. All the police can do is keep hunting, and 
pray that new converts are not being made 
faster than they can catch the old ones. All 
everyone else can do is watch out 
New Colonialism? 


Henry Kissinger was not the tirst secretary of 
state to think in terms of grand, global strategy 
and forget about people. 
In 1946, Secretary of State Jam es F. Byrnes 
made an offer to the Danish foreign minister to 
buy Greenland, telling him the island was 
nothing but a lump of ice and a burden to Den­ 
mark but was of great strategic importance to 
the United States. 
So claims historian Tage Kaarsted in a new 
book 
based 
on 
previously 
secret 
Danish 
government files. 
It happens that this “ lump of ice” is home to 
some 50,(MM) people who in recent years have 
become increasingly restive under Danish rule. 
As if the United States hasn’t had enough 
troubles in the past 30 years, can you picture us 
trying to defend ourselves against charges of 
“colonialism” in Greenland?

Collectivizing Viet Nam 


SAIGON 
— 
(LEN S) 
Vietnam looks like it’s laun­ 
ching the final phases of its plan 
to turn the south into a Com­ 
munist state A broadcast on 
Aug. 3 signalled the beginning 
of a move to nationalize the 
rem aining p riv ate factories 
and businesses. 
The next week, at a four-day 
meeting in Saigon, the govern­ 
ment presented its plan to 
c o l l e c t i v i z e 
s o u t h e r n 
agriculture. 
The 
northern 
Communists 
who now run the government 
have always said that they 
would do these things. But they 
have had more trouble than 
they 
expected, 
probably 
because the south’s economy 
was more complex than they 
had bargained for. 
Banks and large businesses 
which are fairly easy to get hold 
of cam e first. Even so they had 
to 
let 
South 
V ietnam ese 
piastres circulate freely for 
months after Saigon had fallen. 


The goal is the abolition oi 
cap italist 
production 
and 
distribution So now the many 
sm aller and tougher nuts must 
also be cracked. 
The method will probably be 
to get control of the sources of 
supply and then dictate terms 
of operation for a while before 
actually taking over the entire 
interlaced system 
A lengthy 
process it will be, but the 
Communists realize this, and 
clearly are prepared 


Agriculture in the south has 
so far barely been touched. And 
although "collectivization” is 
the word used, this seems to 
mean the grouping of individual 
farm s into cooperative units for 
sharing equipment, buying and 
marketing, 
rather 
than the 
am algam ation of samll plots 
into large ones, with salaries 
for the farm ers 


Three trial cooperatives have 
been set up, and the lessons

from 
them 
w ere 


discussed

meeting. The plan now is to 
establish a large number of 
cooperatives in time for the 
1977-78 growing season 
Vietnamese peasants are as 
conservative 
as 
farm ers 
anywhere; 
the pressure for 
cooperatives is not from them. 
They few great landholdings 
were broken up long ago. And it 
many farm s are now small, 
most are abundantly produc­ 
tive. It is the Com m unist 
leaders who want to group them 
together because this will give 
them g re a te r control and 
because, they say, it will in­ 
crease productivity, which is 
less likely. 
Some of the earlier stop-gap 
measures cam e near to causing 
disaster even when applied to 
“easier” parts of the economy 
But it does not follow that the 
new efforts against the harder 
targets are bound to fail. As one 
observer put it, “these are gu>s 
with a blueprint.” 
The Doctor Wasn't Guilty 


There is a petition before 
President C arter to pardon Dr 
Samuel Mudd, the physician 
who bound John Wilkes Booth’s 
ankle after he shot President 
Lincoln. Was Mudd a party to 
the conspiracy? Let us look at 
the known facts. 
Mudd was a wispy bearded 
farm er who lived betw een 
W aldorf and Bryantow n in 
Maryland. In the Civil War, 
Maryland was a free state 
although thousands of its citi­ 
zens were sympathetic to the 
South. 
Sam Mudd seldom practiced 
medicine His interest was in 
real estate and horse trading. 
The acto r-assassin , 
whose 
aspiration was not to kill Mr 
Lincoln, but to kidnap him and 
hold him prisoner and thus 
assure the faltering South of an 
"honorable peace, ’ rode single 
mount out of Washington many 
times. 
He needed an escape route 
Booth decided on the Navy 
Yard bridge down to Silesia and 
Pomfret and Port Tobacco 
There he w’ould rent a boat to 
cross into Virginia with his 
august prisoner 
The Meeting 
Booth was introduced to Dr 
Mudd. who tried to sell a farm 
The actor pretended to be inter­ 
ested He was invited to spend 
the night at the Mudd home. 
Shortly after 10 on the night of 
April 14. 
1865. 
John Wilkes 
Booth shot the President be­ 
tween the left ear and the spine 
The plot to kidnap had been 
abandoned 
Lincoln slumped 
and snored Booth jumped from 
the box to the stage, catching a 
spur in a treasury flag which 
decorated the presidential box 
He broke his left ankle and 
hobbled offstage

SOLED AD, Calif - (NEA) 
— The protective custody divi­ 
sion of the Soledad penitentiary 
is not for the garden variety 
thug. Political assassin Sirhan 
Sirhan is 
in it, as 
is 
the 
notorious mass m urderer Juan 
Corona. Then too, W illiam 
Spann is a member of the unit , 
he is the nephew of the presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
Unlike Sirhan and Corona, 
Spann’s criminal proclivities 
have been unimaginative He is 
serving five years to life for 
routine arm ed robbery 
Yet 
because of his relationship to 
the president, officials fear he 
would be in danger in the ordi­ 
nary inmate population; hence 
‘The Bad Peanut,” as he’s 
called, is kept in isolation. 
No doubt the fears here are 
warranted. A guard suggests 
that if Spann was grabbed by 
other prisoners, the conse­ 
quences m ight be severe: 
“They could hold him for any 
sort of ransom, like a presiden­ 
tial pardon. I don’t think they 
could get it, but in aqy event it. 
would ne scary, and would put, 
the president on a hell of a 
spot ” 
AUTHORITIES SAY the risk 
regarding Spann is paticularly 
acute because he is particularly 
vulnerable 
The record in­ 
dicates he is not simply a good 
boy gone tem porarily wrong. At 
32 years old Spann is virtually a 
c a re e r 
crim inal, 
heavily 
associated w ith drugs and 
homosexuals, hence he now 
must be protected from his own 
lifestyle excesses. 
The excesses began early in 
Spann’s life. Born in Georgia to 
Jim my C arter’s younger sister 
Gloria, he was raised in com­ 
fortable but unhappy circum ­ 
stances. His father, William 
Harvey, did not get on well with 
the mother, and left by divorce 
before the boy was a teen; 
S pann’s 
nam e 
w as 
then 
changed to that of his step­ 
father, Walter Spann. 
The parents do not talk much 
about their wayward son. But 
Mrs. Spann has told friends that 
the bov turned sour while still in 
junior high school He was an 
unimpressive student and in­ 
different to m atters such as 
church and sports By the time 
he was 15 he was considered by 
G eorgia 
au th o rities 
to 
be 
“beyond parental control." 


O bservers in the C arter 
hometown of Plains say that 
Mrs. Spann tried to help young 
William through the use of 
private schools and special

Though a petty criminal from 
his teens on, Spann did not get 
into serious trouble until he 
moved to California in the late 
1960s Then, according to the 
record, he spent money from 
home on narcotics and began 
frequenting sleazy bars. He has 
since been arrested on charges 
that include vehicle theft and 
parole violations. 
His most recent crim e was in 
March of 1976. At that time, 
accompanied by a friend and a 
gun, police say he held up a gay 
bar in San Francisco. No one 
was hurt, no shots fired, but 
when Spann appeared in court 
on the charge he received no 
m ercy. M axim um sentence 
w as 
im posed 
due

record. 
By the time Spann was sent to 
prison, his uncle had become 
the front runner among Demo­

At one time he 
invented a story about being 
stabbed by a fellow prisoner; 
he has since been living under 
protective custody.

Rules here are strict but pro­ 
gressive; Spann has his own 
small television set. 
Spann refuses news inter­ 
views, but guards say he is in­ 
tent on capitalizing on his 
kinship to the chief executive. 
He is working with one free­ 
lance writer on undisclosed 
projects; he has tried to market 
“Prisoner of Love” earrings, 
tiny hand-cuffs of his own 
design; also, he has written a 
song, quite naturally called: 
‘The Bad Peanut.” 
Guards say Spann is seldom a 
problem, perhaps because he is 
isolated from temptations. He 
is not a celebrity in the Sirhan 
Sirhan sense, but “a lot of 
visitors on the weekends say 
they’d like to get a glimpse of 
him.” As for his vulnerability to 
plotting inmates, officers say 
there have been no incidents 
nor rumors of any. 
To date 
the 
president’s 
nephew has served 14 months of 
his sentence. Because of bis 
long and ugly record, however, 
observers do not expect his 
release anytime in the near 
future. “He’s a complexity,” 
says a parole authority, “a real 
sad case; we’d love to know 
what the president thinks about 
him, but I don’t suppose we 
ever will.”

WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
Shortly before he clinched the 
D em ocratic nom ination last 
year, candidate Jimmy Carter 
paid a call upon 
AFL-CIO 
President George L. Meany, 
who had not been one of his 
conspicuous fans. 
Who, 
C arter 
politelv 
inquired, did M eany think 
would 
m ake a 
good 
vice 
president? “You,” the crusty 
old labor leader rather curtly 
replied. 
T hat 
story, 
possibly 
apocryphal, has gotten a lot of 
guffaws over at the AFL-CIO 
h ead q u arters. 
But 
Jim m y 
C arter, 
from 
his 
current 
residence a block away at the 
W hite 
House, 
has 
unquestionably enjoyed the last 
laugh. 
Thanks to a marked shift in 
the prevailing political winds, 
which Carter recognized long 
before Meany did, organized 
labor now needs the President's 
help a good deal more than 
Carter needs labor’s blessing. 
That is why there is nothing 
especially surprising about 
Meany’s decision to throw the 
full weight of the AFL-CIO and 
its lobbying apparatus behind 
the new Panama Canal treaties 
C arter is so anxious to steer 
through Congress. 
Labor needs chits that it can 
call in at a later date 
The 
Panam a Canal battle, which is 
bound to be a bruiser, offers a 
perfect opportunity for Meany 
and Co. to perform a service 
that will put the President in 
their debt. 
It wasn’t supposed to come to 
this, of course. Even though 
Meany has no great love for 
Carter, labor turned out its 
troops for the Georgian in last 
year’s campaign. 
With Democrats firmly in 
control of both the W’hite House 
and Congress, labor expected 
easy sailing for its long- 
cherished 
legislative 
ob­ 
jectives. 
Then cam e the stunning 
House defeat of the common 
site picketing bill. And C arter’s 
refusal to embrace the $3 per 
hour minimum wage the unions 
sought. 
And a decision by 
D em ocratic 
congressional 
leaders to abandon any effort to 
repeal 14-B, the right-to-work 
section of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
And the burial of candidate 
C arter’s promise to support the 


full employment goals of the 
Humphrey-Hawkins bill under 
President’ Carter’s pledge to 
balance the budget by fiscal 
1981. 
Labor, which thought it was 
headed for a banquet, suddenly 
found itself begging for table 
scraps. 
After hard bargaining, the 
White House agreed to support 
a paredndown increase in the 
m inim um w age, from the 
resent $2.30 per hour to $2.65. 
Even 
with 
adm inistration 
backing, the proposal has not 
yet 
cleared 
Congress 
— 
although it is expected to before 
adjournment this year. 
Carter has also agreed to 
back a modest revision of the 
basic federal labor law that will 
remove some of the roadblocks 
recalcitrant employers now use 
to block union organizing 
drives. 
But the labor law revision, 
which is far more restricted 
than the version originally 
pushed by the AFL-CIO, has 
largely begun 
to move on 
Capitol Hill. It is not likely to 
come anywhere near a final 
vote until next year. 
Meany, who cannot afford to 
lose any more big ones on the 
Hill, knows that White House 
support will be crucial for his 
r e m a i n i n g 
l e g i s l a t i v e 
proposals. He is consequently 
moderating his criticism of 
Carter, and offering his ser­ 
vices to the President for the 
Panama Canal struggle. 
Four months ago, Meany was 
grumping that he could see 
“nothing good” in the works of 
the new administration. At a 
recently concluded meeting of 
the AFL-CIO executive council, 
he allowed as how C arter had 
won some "plusses” since then 


On welfare reform, energy, 
human rights and the problem 
of illegal aliens, Meany gave 
Carter credit 
for 
“trying,” 
although he saw 
room 
for 
im provem ent. 
In 
Carter’s 
handling of the economy, 
Meany could 
find 
little 
to 
praise. 
The 83-year-old labor boss is 
prepared to give the president a 
hand on the Canal treaties, but 
you can’t bet he’s not doing it 
for purely altruistic reasons. 
Sooner or later, Carter is going 
to get a bill from George 
Meany. 
Insurance Firms 
Caught In Spiral 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: The follow­ 
ing is the text of a letter written 
by the president of an Insurance 
company to a client who had 
written to complain about 
rising insurance costs. 
By JOHN J. MACKOWSKI 
Dear Mr. Blank: 
Thank you for your letter. 
The $400 increase 
in 
your 
automobile insurance premium 
is indeed a cause for concern. It 
is probably little consolation 
that the other members of your 
civic 
association 
are 
ex­ 
periencing similar increases. 
Simply stated, auto insurance 
premiums have skyrocketed 
because the costs of auto ac­ 
cidents have skyrocketed. 
Auto insurance rates rose 48.5 
per cent between 1967 and 1975. 
At the sam e time costs of auto 
accidents were rising at a 
faster rate. Medical care costs 
rose 73.5 per cent; auto repair 
costs rose 79.5 per cent and 
sem i-private hospital room s 
rose 145.4 per cent. Ju ry 
awards for “pain and suf­ 
fe rin g ” (non-econom ic loss) 
have become more liberal. 
We are just as unhappy with 
the situation. As an insurance 
company, we are the people in 
the 
m iddle 
who 
use 
the 
premiums of many to pay for 
the losses of a few. In 1975 we 
paid out 124.3 per cent of per­ 
sonal 
auto 
prem ium s 
for 
related losses and expenses and 
had an even worse experience 
through our involuntary par­ 
ticipation 
in 
the 
“ pools” 
covering drivers assigned to us 
by the states 


INCOME FROM investment 
of funds securing your and 
others’ risks did offset overall 
losses in 1975, but this was a 
depletion of funds which would 
otherwise beused to secure 
additional w ritings 
of 
in­ 
surance. This depletion is in 
part 
responsible 
for 
the 
“shortage” of insurance now 
being reported in the press. 


In 1975 the property-casualty 
insurance industry paid out in 
claims and expenses $4 billion 
more than was received in 
premiums. Much of this loss 
was a result of lagging auto . 
insurance rates. With the very 
survival of many insurance 
companies at question in 1976, 
regulators permitted rate in­ 
creases for companies to try to 
catch up with the costs of car 
accidents. This resulted in the 
big increases seen in many 
states. 


To make the bad news of your 
tate increase even w orse 
regretfully, it must be pointed 
out that despite these in­ 
ti eases, insurance companies 
continue to suffer losses on auto 
insurance 
This 
is 
not 
a 
problem which will go away by 
itself

to get rates reduced. In brief, 
anything that will reduce the 
costs of auto accidents will 
relieve the upward pressure in 
premiums. Yes, you should 
turn to legislators: 
local, 
county, state and federal. Ask 
for safer roads, safer cars and 
better law enforcement. Ask 
that 
they 
look 
at 
court 
procedures and the legal ex­ 
penses of auto accidents. Ask 
them to curb inflation. 


“Is no-fault to blam e?” you 
ask. Yes and no. In theory, no­ 
fault insurance should reduce 
the overall costs of auto ac­ 
cidents by cutting out the legal 
expenses involved in settling 
small accidents. In practice, 
the costs of most accidents 
exceed the too low dollar limit 
of no-fault, so too many cases 
are litigated anyway. Ask your 
state legislators to adopt a no­ 
fault law which works as well in 
practice as it does in theory. 


LASTLY. THERE IS another 
suggestion for you and your 
fellow members of your civic 
association. 
Remember 
that 
insurance is a 
m eans 
of 
spreading the costs of the losses 
of a few among the many. When 
an acquaintance brags that he 
profited by inflating the cost of 
a fender repair or made a 
killing on a phantom whiplash 
suit, remind him that in doing 
so he took a few dollars out of 
your pocket. And remind people 
that stealing from an insurance 
company is no less immoral or 
illegal than stealing from 
anyone else. 


Mr. Blank, I hope I have 
answered your questions to 
your satisfaction. As you are 
aware, there are a number of 
complexities in all aspects of 
this, and if there were any 
simple solutions many of the 
problems 
would 
have 
been 
already solved. Nevertheless, 
with 
the 
interest 
of 
civic- 
minded people like you and 
your association m em bers, 
perhaps we can improve the 
situation. We are trying also, of 
course.

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Unlaundered 
'Soap' Opens 
On Sept. 13 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Has 
ABC laundered “Soap” since 
the first version kicked up such 
a fuss? The answer is no. 
“Soap,” the soap opera farce 
that has religious groups in an 
uproar, goes on the air on Sept. 
13 very little altered, with its 
adultery, promiscuity, homo­ 
sexuality and other 
human 
foibles all much in evidence 
The show is scheduled for 
9:30-10 p.m., 
Eastern 
time, 
which ordinarily would mean 
8:30-9 p.m., Central time. This 
underlines one of the peculiari­ 
ties of “family viewing tim e,” 
since programming is broad­ 
cast an hour earlier in the 
central time zone. That means 
the family hour runs from 7-8 
p.m., and presumably all the 
children are in bed away from 
the screen an hour earlier than 
on either coast. 
ABC says many, if not most, 
of the Midwest stations carry­ 
ing the show will switch its time 
slot 
w ith 
the 
program 
scheduled to follow, “Fam ily,” 
which will bring “Soap” into 
the 9:30 p.m. time period in the 
Central states. 
The opening half hour ap­ 
pears to be almost exactly as it 
was 
first 
presented 
to the 
critics. A few changes have 
been made in the second half 
hour — a raunchy line cut, a 
m arried lady not shown in bed 
with her lover, the lover recast, 
the shock value of a transves­ 
tite scene diminished. 
But the basic objections — 
and one of the prim ary app- 
peals — of the show remain 
intact. This is a very naughty 
show and it holds the viewer’s 
interest in part because it is full 
of surprises, not to say shocks, 
p resenting 
m aterial 
never 
before shown for laughs. 
Incidentally, before it gets 
lost in the shuffle (if black 
houseman Benson will forgive 
the expression) the acting on 
“Soap” is superb. 
The third episode, not previ­ 
ously available to critics, and a 
melange of scenes from later 
episodes, would make it appear 
that “Soap” does not settle 
down into a rut (if th at’s the 
proper expression). 
When an impotent husband is 
given “The Cookbook of Sex” 
by his anxious wife, he stares 
and says, “Recipes? He gives 
recipes?” Looking at an off- 
cam era illustration he m utters, 
"The Flying Wallendas at the 
height of their careers couldn’t 
get into a position like that.” 
During the 
“confessional” 
scene — which ABC did not 
show in sufficient detail to 
determine its offensive poten­ 
tial — a girl enters a Roman 
Catholic confessional booth to 
try to seduce a priest. The 
young priest, at one point in 
trying to discourage her, looks 
skyward in desperation and 
asks, “Is this a test?”

BOSTON (U P I) — Kenneth P. 
O’Donnell, a special assistant 
to the late Presidents John F . 
Kennedy 
and 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson and a close friend and 
campaign adviser to the entire 
Kennedy family, 
died 
early 
today. He was 53. 
O ’Donnell had been critically 
ill in the intensive care unit at 
Beth Israel Hospital since last 
Friday He had been admitted 
Aug 
11 with an undisclosed 
ailment. 
O ’Donnell 
was 
pronounced 
dead at 3:15 a.m. by Dr. Peter 
A Banks, a gastroenterologist. 
A hospital spokesman said the 
cause of death would not be 
disclosed 
at 
the 
fa m ily ’s 
request. 
Funeral arrangements were 
not immediately available. 


O’Donnell also was a former 
W hite House appointm ents 
secretary and a former Execu­ 
tive Director of the Democratic 
National Committee during the 
Johnson years. He wrote the 
book “ Johnny We Hardly Knew 
Y e ” about the late President 
John F. Kennedy 
O ’D onnell apparently had 
been in ill health for some time. 
Several years ago, while on a 
promotional tour for his book, 
he collapsed and had to be 
admitted to a hospital 
O 'D onnell had a lifelong 
interest in politics and was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the 
1966 and 
1970 D em ocratic 
nomination 
for 
governor 
of 
Massachusetts. 
His late father, Cleo O’Don­ 
nell, was coach and athletic 
director at Holy Cross College 
in Worcester, Mass. 
After graduation from high 
school in 1942 at the age of 18, 
O’Donnell enlisted as a Cadet in 
the Arm y A ir Force. He was 
later commissioned and served 
as a lead bombardier in 30 
missions over Europe and was 
decorated with the D istin ­ 
guished Flying Cross and Air 
Medal 
with four Oak 
Leaf 
clusters. He was discharged at 
the end of the war as a 1st 
lieutenant. 
He was accepted at Harvard 
University in 1945 where he 
majored in government and 
political science.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Planting, 
harvesting and other farming 
activities occupied young John 
Worman’s fam ily on their 
homestead in Salem Township 
at the turn of the century. 
W'orman, 82, and a resident of 
Leetonia, today continues his 
‘recollections” of life in this 
area in the early 1900’s. 


Owing to the big hay crop the 
summer before, my father had 
about 10 tons to sell. Hay was 
always in demand as towns and 
cities were filled with horses 
and livery stables. Everything 
that was moved to or from a 
railroad car, as well as 
everything else, was moved by 
horses or mules. 
The next 
morning neigh­ 
boring men arrived to help bale 
the hay, but not as many as 
when we threshed. Three men 
pitched the hay out of the mow 
onto a platform which was a 
part of the baler. The baling 
crew was larger than a 
threshing crew. One of them fed 
the hay into me baler, two men 
inserted the wires and tied 
them and one man weighed 
each bale. The engine owner 
took care of the traction engine. 
As bales dropped from the 
baler they were to be taken 
j care of by the owner, who got 
nine or 10 dollars a ton when he 
sold and delivered it. 


It must have been Saturday 
or during vacation time as I 
i was around all day. But it was 
not much fun. The barn was so 
full of dust I could hardly see. 
The constant thud of the baler 
plunger as it pushed the bales 


tighter and tighter and the 
whine of the gears soon made 
my ears ache. 
A Practical Joke 
I wandered out to the engine 
and w atched as coal was 
thrown into the fire box. Valves 
were turned — 
more 
than 
necessary to make it seem very 
impressive and complicated to 
me. He was a practical joker 
who liked to play tricks on 
people. I wanted to blow the 
whistle. "All right,’’ he said 
"You look big enough to do it.” 
He looked at the steam gauge, 
put some coal on the fire and 
said, "Wait a few m inutes.” 
When the safety valve was 
about ready to pop (although I 
had no idea of what he was up 
to), he said, "Now give it a good 
yank!” I was not more than six 
feet away from the whistle and 
under the canopy the blast was 
terrific. I thought my head 
would split and that the whole 
thing had blown up like the 
battleship Maine. I was scared 
to death The men in the barn 
stopped and cam e out to see 
what had happened, as the blow 
of the whistle meant something 
I was on the ground by this 
tim e, 
w hite 
as 
a 
sheet. 
Everybody laughed Even my 
father had a sm all grin 
He 
said, "You'd better go to the 
house now.” The engineer gave 
a toot and I ran for the house 
"Johnny pulled the whistle,” 
they said. 
The job was finished and 1 
thought what a terrible time 
they would have getting across 
to Jim Hammond’s barn But 
since it had been a good drying 
day thev had no trouble. But for 


some reason they had plenty 
when they cam e out. They got 
.stuck in his lane. Double trees 
and single trees were broken 
and it took four horses to get 
them out on the road I was glad 
1 did not see that. I must have 
been in school. 
The 
next 
m orning 
Jim 
brought my father’s double tree 
over and single trees, one of 
which wps broken 
He threw 
them on the ground and said, "I 
expect your dad will kill me for 
this.” I said, "You ought to be 
killed for making horses pull 
that hard.” When I told my 
father he laughed a little and 
seemed to think it funny, only 
saying, 
‘‘Things 
like 
that 
happen 
It’s only a 
broken 
single tree ” 
The winter term of school 
was about over. There was a 
rumor that Miss Hessin would 
not be rehired No one seemed 
sorry. 
Spelling Contender 
My friend Frank was sure to 
win the head mark prize in 
spelling On the next to the last 
day he stood at the head of the 
class and made his last head 
mark I had no chance to win, 
but by some quirk or other 
there were so many misspelled 
words that there was a kind of 
parade to the foot of the class 
Before I knew it I was at the 
head If tomorrow I could spell 
my words correctly, I would get 
the last head mark and be tied 
with Frank. 
The teacher was not at all 
pleased 
She 
gave 
me 
the 
hardest words to spell But in 
the end she had to give each one 
of us a prize. Frank got a 


"Black Beauty" book and I got 
“Robinson Caruso." 1 could not 
get interested in this book 
After he found his good man 
Friday it struck me that Friday 
had to do all the work, which 
did not seem fair to me. 
Sixty-five years later, when 
Frank was an old man in his 
dotage, he mentioned this in­ 
cident 
which I 
had almost 
forgotten 
He said, "I didn’t 
really win it fair Everybody 
else but you got help 
If we 
didn’t know the word we would 
stumble around until someone 
in the audience would nod when 
we were on the right track 
There 
sure 
was 
a 
lot 
of 
cheating." The rule was that 
the pupil could change the 
letters as many times as he 
wished until he pronounced the 
last letter, which made it final 
Aunt Mary came home from 
the south during vacation week 
F ather took 
the 
team 
and 
wagon to bring them home with 
their two or three trunks, hand 
bags, etc Mother and “us kids” 
watched for the wagon to come 
down the road and turn in the 
lane Aunt Mary had a present 
for each of us Mine was, to my 
great delight, a fountain pen 
and a tablet of ink paper To fill 
the pen, it had to be unscrewed 
and the "barrel" filled with an 
eyedropper from a bottle of ink 
I was elated, as I thought only 
school teachers had fountain 
pens. (They were the only ones 
that 1 had ever seen use one ) 
Aunt Mary said I had written 
her so many nice letters and 
postcards that she thought I 
could use one. In those days a 
letter could be mailed with a

iwo-cent stam p

could be bought for one cent 
already stamped. Any m essage 
could be written on the back 
and they were used very ex 
tensively 
Kids (iet New Teacher 
Ethel, Fred and I went back 
to school for the last term of the 
school year Our new teacher 
was a man named William 
Shepherd On his right hand lie 
had logt his little finger and the 
one next to it, entirely back to 
the wrist He was easy going 
The school children did as they 
pleased The time passed very 
quickly and 1 do not rem em ber 
learning anything from him. 

He 
was not rehired 
After Aunt Mary returned 
home I soon became aw are that 
great change's were1 to take 
place My mother did not use

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
urged the Senate Thursday to 
prohibit large oil and natural 
gas companies from buying 
coal and uranium deposits as a 
“modest first step” 
toward 
horizontal divestiture of such 
firms. 
The Senate considered Ken­ 
nedy’s amendm ent during floor 
debate on a coal conversion bill 
that would require utility and 
industrial pow er plants to 
switch from natural gas to coal 
by 1990. 
Kennedy acknowledged the 
Senate had previously rejected 
his attem pts to divest energy 
firms of all outside interests in 
other energy areas, and said if 
the issue was being acted on 
next year instead of now he 
might try for divestiture. 
“I think that this is a modest 
first step at that,” Kennedy 
said. 
Horizontal divestiture is the 
se p a ra tin g 
the 
control 
of 
competing industries, in this 
instance coal, uranium, oil, and 
natural 
gas; 
while 
vertical 
divestiture would be separation 
of control within the sam e in­ 
dustry, such as oil production at 
the well head, and ownership of 
gasoline service stations. 
Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., 
countered that the amendment 
“is far more in keeping with the 
Big 
B ro th e r’ 
society 
of 
Orwell’s ‘1984’ than it is with 
the energy needs and economic 
structure of this nation today. 
“It is the first step in the 


move towards the nationaliza­ 
tion of America’s energy in­ 
dustries ” 
Sen Strom Thurmond, KbL , 
also opposed the Kennedy 
amendment, claiming it was 
m erely a back-off position 
because of lack of support for 
divestiture. 
“They know we won t buy the 
whole gam ut,” Thurmond said 
Kennedy accepted a floor 
modification to his amendment 
bv Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind 
that would place major gas and 
oil 
producers on 
the same 
British therm al unit (Btu) basis 
for inclusion under the lan­ 
guage. 
With the Bayh modification, 
the amendment would make it 
unlawful for any producer of 55 
million barrels of crude oil or 
302.5 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas in a year 
“to 
acquire any 
interest 
in or 
control over any coal asset or 
uranium asset” after enact­ 
ment of the bill 
In support of his measure, 
Kennedy noted that President 
C arter has called for prohibi­ 
tions ag ain st ow nership of 
competing types of energy, and 
that Vice President 
Walter 
Mondale voted for his divesti­ 
ture bill while a senator 
Kennedy noted several major 
oil and gas companies have 
taken over control of large coal 
firms, and by 1975 controlled 20 
per cent of the nations coal 
production. He added that “big 
oil has made inroads into the 
uranium industry.”

COLUMBUS (UPI) - They 
watched from a tent in Huron 
County, a pub in Ross County, 
an art 
gallery in 
Franklin 
County and scores of other less 
auspicious places throughout 
Ohio. 
What 
they 
saw Thursday 
evening was Lt. Gov. Richard 
F.Celeste, fielding questions on 
a live, half-hour television 
broadcast and urging them to 
educate themselves on political 
issues and become involved. 
The event, em anating from 
WLWT-TV in Cincinnati and 
aired by four other television 
stations in m ajor cities, was 
billed by the sponsoring volun­ 
tee r organization, “ C itizens 
With Celeste,” as an “unique” 
effort in public communication 
and fund-raising 
The "electronic house par­ 
ties” around the state brought 
Celeste followers 
and 
their 
guests together to phone in 
questions, engender support for 
the lieutenant governor and 
raise 
m oney 
in 
varying 
amounts for his anticipated 
campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for governor next 
year. 
C eleste fielded questions 
ranging from school finance to 
public employe strikes to gay 
rights. 
Although he seemed to dodge 
one question about the use of 
steel-jaw ed leghold anim al 
traps. Celeste met most of the 
inquiries head-on, providing 
crisp replies to fit time con­ 
straints and admitting it when 
he had no ready answer 
“I thought he answered the 
hard questions,” said Mary- 
Lynne Cappelletti, a hard-core 
Celeste backer who hosted a 
party in Columbus. 
Her guests agreed. Edward 
Harter, an attorney, said he 
was pleased that Celeste was 
conscious of 
“the need for 


utility rate reform although I 
would have liked to have seen 
him add something about low 
income minimal users.” 
Celeste answered 
16 tele­ 
phoned questions, endorsed 
‘ grass roots” fund-raising and 
urged voters to inform and 
involve themselves with their 
government. 
"More and more, we treat 
politics as a spectator sport 
because we don’t feel we can 
make a difference,” said thé 
lieutenant governor in begin­ 
ning the program . “ In fo r­ 
mation and 
involvement 
those a re the them es for 
tonight.” 
The program was moderated 
by Tom Ryan of WBNS-TV irl 
Columbus. It was aired by that 
station and others in Cleveland, 
Toledo and Steubenville. "Citi­ 
zens With Celeste” paid for the 
broadcast with private funds 
The plight of Ohio schools “ is 
on the minds of everybody,” 
said the lieutenant governor, 
adding that the state has in­ 
creased services and quadru­ 
pled aid 
to 
p rim ary 
and 
seconda ry schools in the last six 
years. 
He said it is the responsibility 
of state government to “work 
with people like yourselves ... 
and either achieve full funding 
of the equal yield school 
foundation formula or revise 
it.” 
Celeste said he is asked most 
often why the state lottery isn’t 
paying the way for education
